PEST SPREAD BY MOSQUITO 


Scientist* Have Traced Cauie of Di*. 


case That Has Long Been Prev- 


alent In the Tropic*. 


One of the most peculiar of all dis- 


eases Is fllarlasls, common In the trop- 
ics. 
In the blood of persons suffer- 


ing from It there are found Innumer- 
able little worms thnt can be seen only 
by the aid of a microscope. 
These 


are present only at night in the blood 
that Is circulating. 
At about five 


o'clock In the afternoon they begin to 
appear In the blood, htsvlng been hid-, 
den nwny In the body ant!! !h!« time, 
and then they remain In the clrcula- 
tlon until about midnight, when they 
begin to diminish. I5y eight or nine 
o'clock In the morning they have all 
disappeared, and a search of the blood 
under the microscope after this falls 
to reveal any. They are now collected 
In certain Inrpe blond vessels deep In 
the 
body, especially 
In the lungs, 


where they remain hidden until they 
go out on their next nocturnal excur- 
sion. 


The parasite Is conveyed to human 


belnxs by the bite of certain kinds of 
mosquitoes. 
The mosquito bites and 


takes from n mnn. or from some ani- 
mal, as the case may be, blood which 
contains these small. worms. 
In" the 


stomach of the mosquito (the Interme- 
diate host) the parasite goes through 
certain definite changes or metamor- 
phoses, which are Just as necessary to 
Its complete life as are the different 
phases In the 
lives of butterflies, 


moths and a great many Insects. First 
It escapes from a skin or shell In 
which It has existed. Then It bores 
Its way through the wall of the mos- 
quito's stomach and travels 
forward 


through the body until It arrives nt 
the base of the bill or proboscis.

On Chapman Property 


The biggest oil strike that has been 


made in Southern California since the 
Aifmtebello gusher was brought in, oc1 


currod on Tuesday morning on the C. 
C, Chapman orange grove at I'lncontiu, 
tho rush of oil knocking olT the crown 
of the derrick, flowing ut the rate of 
four thousand barrels per day. 
A f t e r 


covering the entire sidehill with oil, 
and 
f i l l i n g up a large sump hole to 


overflowing, the well was cupped. 


This wildcat well is a lease of the 


Union Oil Company, who commenced 
drilling in .July, 11)17, and worked two 
shifts for the first six months. All sorts 
of difllculties were encounlered. 
The 


rig finally burned down a l i t t l e over a 
year ago and drilling wus halted for 
several months. At a depth of HS.s feet 
a hard conglomerate was encountered 
and drilling was slow. This strata wan 
more than 1500 foot. The well came in 
at a depth of over 3000 feot. The grav 
ity nf the oil is about HI degrees.

of tho Union Oil Company states that 
it is probably the most notable since 
the big gvvshor brought in by the Stand- 
ard Oil Company in the Fullerton-Whit-
